Age: The per capita 
wealth, the percentage of illegiti- 
mate births, the position and treat- 
ment of women, the rate of illiter- 
acy, ami tlie ownership of property, 
particularly of farm and homes. Of 
these standards the last two seem 
by far the most practicable and ac- 
cordingly Congress has directed the 
Census Office to ascertain how 
many months each scholar 
tended school during the preceding 
year, what proportion of the people 
can read, write, and speak Eng- 
lish, how many families own their 
homes or farms, how many rent 
them, how many own them subject 
to mortgage or other incumbrance. 
In the coming census, every terri 
torial division of the country and 
every separate element of the pop- 
ulation will have a chance to show 
what proportion of their number 
own their homes and what propor- 
tion can read or write. 

Thepractical applicationsof these 
tests orMandards are found in their 
employment as suffrage qualifica 
tions. People differ about the rela 
the merits, as suffrage qualifica 
, of the ownership of property 
the ability to read and 
but there is no doubt of the in 
and importance 
•f facts. In Fra 
.1891, there were abouf 4, 
ivvners of land; England 
ibout the same population 
.nly 325,000 land owuers, while the 
United States occupied an interme- 
diate position with a population 
about 70 per cent greater than that 
f France and a little over 6,000,000 
amities who owned their homes or 
farms. No one can doubt the signif- 
icance of these figures in explain- 
ing social conditions in France and 
England and the United States. 
They represent the difference bi - 
tweeu our land system, the system 
of large land holding in England, 
and that of small proprietorship in 
France. 

It is hard to overestimate the 
value of such information or the in- 
terest lelt in it by statesmen and 
social students in general. Take 
the race question, lor instauce, as 
a single illustration of a Urge class 
of similar <|uestions. In 1880, 70 
per cent, of the colored population 
was illiterate, while in 1800 this 
proportion was less than 57 ( per 
cent. Not only did the proportion 
ol colored illiterates dec reuse be- 
tween KS80 ami 1880, but the abso- 
lute number ot such pe,r«0Ba di- 
minished. Whether the colored 
population will make M admirable

The Farmer's Progrefs. 

This is an age of progress, in 

all lines of farming, manufactur- 
ing, stock and poultry raising. 
There was never a time when 
we had so many Poultry Jour- 
nals. All farm papers have a 
poultry department and lots of 
other publications, all ove that 
the poultry business 1 ilso pro- 
gressing. Never w - there a 
time when people no . I as many 
horse9, cows, hog^ and pure bred 
chickens. Never has there been 
so much interest taken in this 
South land along all lines and the 
poultry business keeps abreast 
with 'the rapid strides toward 
perfection. Still we hear some 
men say the old dung hill is best 
of all yet "for the farmer. They 
have never tried to see. They 
might as well say the old milk- 
cows they had fortv years ago, 
when each farmer kept from 
four to eight cows to # get enough 
milk and butter for a small fam- 
ily, are as good as the cow of to- 
day. To-day none of us will 
keep a cow when she gives less 
than 24 lbs. ot milk a day and no 
medium family keeps more than 
two cows and get more 
milk and butter than they used 
from a half dozen, and ye 
ese same men are as careful to 
see into tbe stock of cows when 
they want to buy, as a man 
should be, if he was tracing the 
ancestry of the young lady whom 
he thought of making his wrfet 
Yet they say there is nothing 
in the stock of a chicken. 

Man! stop and think, don't you 
believe in progress? If not why 
don't you pl.-yit the smallest and 
sorriest looking corn you can 
find. No, progressive farmers 
all try to improve all crops by 
selecting the best for seed and 
by selecting the best of all their 
stock for breeders. A great 
many have done this with their 
poultry, but still the most of the 
farmers give the old hen no 
thought, but let her make her 
own living and rock her every 
time she is caught out of the 
yard. If you don't care for pure 
bred poultry, improve those you 
have, by breeding a pure bred 
cock and mate with the common 
hens and you would be surprised 
see how much it would better 
the Hock. xV few dollars spent 
this way each year would please 
you very much and would make 
lis big a show as any dollar you 
spent that year. Look after the 
flock, see what they need. Near- 
ly every Hock needs the size in- 
creased. Buy a large cock. If 
they are large buy a sm.-'ll breed, 
1 know a farmer with one dollaJ 
ested in a cock sold all tbe 
plus stock at 50c ta each. 
Others sold at 20 aud 25cts each. 
'Pry anil see ii you can't do as 
well or better. They are better 
chickens and there is more pro- 
tit in them.

The sun was obscured by 
clouds at 8 o'clock, but before that 
time it was plainly visible without 
a smoked glass, there being just 
enough hazy clouds to make it pos- 
sible. At times the clouds would 
pass off and then it could be seen 
in a clear sky. Although a rain 
came up before the eclipse wasover, 
it would not have beeu total here 
any way. Hopkinsville was not in 
the path of totality, which extended 
from Norfolk, Va. to New Orleans 
and was only fifty-eight miles wide.' 
All along this line there wjs com- 
plete darkness for a brief period. 

It has beqn eleven years since the 
last eclipse of the sun in this toun- 
d it will be eighteen years 
before there «ill be another. As is 
11 known the eclipse is caused by 
the moon passing between the sun 
and the earth. The obscuration 
will be plainly visible in North and 
Central America and in the north- 
ern portion of South Africa. 

The last total eclipse of the sun 
which wis visible in this country 
was on August 7, 1M()'». the path of 
totality being about 130 miles wide.

CONSTITUTION 



No Longer Recognized by Gover- 
nor of Indiana. 



Being a Republican. Governor 
James Mount, of Indiana, probably 
shares the opinion of General Wes- 
ley Merritt and other expounders 
who maintain that the Federal Con- 
ititution is a back number. At any 
■ate, be proceeds in conformity with 
that assumption, says the Chicago 
:hroniclc. 
The Federal Constitution pre- 
cribes that a person charged in 
ny state with treason.* felony or 
ther crime who shall flee from jus 
ice and ba found in another stati 
hall, on demand of the executive 
authority of the state from which hi 
fled, be delivered up, to be removed 
to the state having jurisdiction of 
the crime. 

jvernor Mount nullifies this man- 
date. He doesn't argue the matter. 
He doesn't seek to construe the 
language of the constitution to 
make it mean one thing or another 
He simply declares that he won't 
deliver up certain persons who are 
charged with felony and whose ex- 
tradition is demanded by the Gov- 
mor of Kentucky, the state from 
vhich the accused persons fled. 

"We have outgrown the consti- 
tution." was the language of Gen- 
eral Merritt some months ago. 

'I don't recognize the constitu- 
tion," is the purport of Governor 
Mount's deliverance in answer to 
the requisition of the Kentucky 
Executive. 

Argument is, of course, idle 
against such a position. Force is 
not to be thought of. The effect of 
the matter is to render the State of 
Indiana a sanctuary for accused 
rderers, providing they happen 
to be Republican politicians 
thwarted in an attempt to usurp 
•trices to which they have not been 
lected. 

Charles Finley and W. S. Taylor, 
ivicted from stolen offices by the 
highest tribunal in the nation, find 
safe refuge from charges of murder- 
jus complicity beneath the shelter- 
ing arm of James Mount, Republi- 
:an Governor of Indiana. 

His Excellency not only believes 
that the constitution should be 
damned, but personally attends to 
the job.
